C ANADA IS ONE OF THE WORLD'S outstanding mineral producing 
countries. Mining is now our second major industry, agriculture 
($470,179,000) still holding the lead. The development of mining 
corresponds closely to general development of Canada itself. Today 
Canada is first in production of nickel and platinum metals, third in gold 
and copper, and fourth in lead and zinc. In war-time mining industry 
will be further stimulated by premium on gold and by enhanced demand 
for nickel, copper, lead, iron and other base metals. Significant in 
mining in Canada during 1939 was production of iron ore ot Helen Mine, 
Michipicoten. From 1923 until 1939 no iron ore was produced any¬ 
where in Canada on a commercial scale. Now new deposits are being 
surveyed north of Port Arthur (see Page Seven). The new development 
is believed one of most important on this continent in many years. 
Airplanes carry more freight, most of it for mining industry, than in 
any nation in the world. Canada's northern fliers are world-renowned
